‘there is a slight. disorder. It is 
rature that is giving you danger sig- 
nals, trying to let you know that you 
must get back to normal and the 
pain disappears. Hr.e you —-ever 
‘thought of the reason that weeds are 
appearing in an alarming number on 
your farm, It is nature again that 
is throwing. out the danger signal, 
trying to let you know that you are 
not using the right method in farm- 
ing. 
In other words, you must get the 
weeds or the weeds will get you. To 
eradicate weeds effectively, there are 
Geptain things we must know. First 
their habits, second how they spread, 
third, how to kill them. To make 
them more easily understood, I will 
classify them into four classes: An- 
nuals, Winter Annuals, Biannuals 
and Perennials, The annual weeds 
germinate in the spring, grow during 
spmmer and mature seed all in one 
season. Then the plant dies. Space 
will not permit me to name all the 
noxioug weeds, but I will name some 
some of each kind: Wild Oats, Wild 
Mustard and Pig Weed or Lamb 
Quarters are the weeds that are giv- 
ing us the most trouble in the An- 
hual Class. The Winter Annuals ger- 
minate in the fall, live through the 
winter and complete their growth 
the next summer, then the plant dies. 
The Stink Weed, Shepherd’s Purse, 
Hair-Eared Mustard, Bald Mustard, 
Blue Burr, Worm Seed Mustard and 
others. ‘These are Annuals as well 
as Winter Annuals. Some of the

Do not fall 
plough unless “you do so early and 
your land is clean, because, sooner 
or later your land will be loaded with 
weeds, as these weeds will not grow 
till they are turned up again anoth- 
er year. This is one reason why 
much of the land is getting as bad 
as it is. By this. method. you are 
continually. ploughing one ¢rop of 
weed seed up and one down, and the 
more you are ploughing down, the 
more you plough up the next year,

floating, Leave it as late as possible 
then give it a good plowing, seed to 
barley at once, keep the harrow go- 
ing until the barley begins to appear, 
harrow again if necessary after the 
roots have got hold of the: ground.. 
You will do your barley little or no 
barm if it has been seeded at a fair 
depth and you will kill millions of 
weeds. Of course, this should only 
be done. in dry weather. By using 
this method of farming, there is very 
little need of summer fallowing, as 
your land will improve year by year. 
If you still have land to break up on 
your farm, you are always sure of 
a crop on that land for a few years, 
but most of us have mot any more 
land to break and the sooner we are 
adopting a system of crop rotation, 
the better it will be fon oyrselves. 
The Lacombe Experimental Farm is 
doing splendid work in this line. Mr. 
F. H. Reed, Superintendent, or his 
assistant Superintendent, I am sure 
will be glad to talk crop rotation to 
you any time. They have several 
methods on crop rotation, and one of 
them will suit your farm. I do not 
believe in bare summer fallowing, but 
if you are going to summer fallow 
next year, the time to start is in the 
fall by using the same method as if 
you were going to seed it to barley

good deal of weed seed. This mostly 
applies to the thistle family, The 
threshing machines and bundle racks 
have scattered the weeds on the 
clean part of the farm and from the 
adjoining farms when going from 
place. to place, Great care should 
be taken in this way, When you vr- 
ganize your threshing gangs in the 
fall; I would suggest that you make 
a gentlemen’s agreement amongst 
yourselves to- use nothing but tight 
bottom racks. The bottom will pay 
for itsely in grain saved the first 
year, Clean your racks off from 
each setting and throw in the ma- 
chine. It is surprising how much 
grain can be saved in a day, and your 
weeds will not be scattered all over 
the clean fields, I hope to see some 
day this will be compulsory, but I 
would rather see the farmers do it 
themselves as it will be to their own 
interest. © This has been a rather 
long article, Mr. Editor, and I hope 
I have not taken up’ too much space 
in your’ paper. ‘
